man who doubts it. 

Under the reeonstruction acts of Con- 
gress. members were elected te a conven- 
tion that formed a Constitution for the 
State. Gov. Bullock himself was a mem- 
ber of that Convention. The Constitution 
then formed is our present Constitution. 
Under that Constitution, Gov. Bullock and 
the present Legislature was elected, the for- 
mer for four, the latter for two years. No 
one dreamed, nor did any one at the time 
claim that his term was to run from the 
time the State was admitted, but only from 
the day of his inauguration. 

The Convention that made the Constitu- 
tion never meant such an absurdity; the 
people who ratified it never thought of 
such a wrong; the officers elected under it 
never imagined so preposterous a conclu- 
sion; and Congress, that prescribed certain 
changes in it, which were made and after- 
wards accepted by Congress, never enter- 
tained so ridiculous an interpretation of 
that instrument. 

And when the National House of Repre- 
sentatives admitted certain Georgia Con- 
gressmen and declared the State entitled to 
representation, and reconstruction com- 
plete, and Governor Bullock wrote himself 
Governor, and congratulated the State on 
its restoration, even then the idea had not 
entered his head that his term dated from 
the admission of our representatives and 
not from his inauguration. 

No! this extension of his term was an 
after-thought, born of hia ambition and ne- 
cessities. His policy had driven the ablest 
and wisest men of his party from bim. 
His Republicanism was a sham. IIis per- 
sonal schemes split and periled his party. 
He made his creature, Conley, vote against 
the 15th Amendment, the cherished policy 
of Radicalism, and put the responsibility 
on the Democrats, to get a plea for over- 
turning the State Government, and getting 
a new lease of power. 

And now when Governor Bullock seeks
